They range from the lunatic fringe to suc- 
cessful businessmen and politicians. Names 
and addresses are given, with photographs 
and reproductions of documents. The mate- 
rial appears to be authentic, but unfortunately 
it is not well organized. The importance of the 
book is indicated by the determined efforts 
of some of the individuals mentioned to pre- 
vent its sale by threats of libel suits against 
the booksellers.

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The Geography of the War 


A bibliography sy RicHarp B. SEALocK 


HE Commissioner of Education, 
‘|e ohn W. Studebaker, has accused 

this nation of being “more illiterate 
geographically than any civilized nation.”? 
Perhaps he is right considering the diffi- 
culties everyone is having trying to under- 
stand the present global war which has 
brought so many remote and little-known 
places into the headlines. According to the 
critics among the educators, the average 
citizen has not been taught geography in 
school. He may have learned a smattering 
of place geography and memorized lists 
of resources but the essential idea, the 
part a place plays in world affairs, has 
been neglected. An additional factor has 
been the lack of attractive readable books, 
other than the purely descriptive travel 
accounts, which might be used to remedy 
this lack of information. Since Pearl Har- 
bor a flood of printed matter has been 
issued to fill this gap. . 

There are a number of reasons why 
geography has become such a vital subject 
at this time. In World War I American 
soldiers were sent to Europe, a region 
not unknown to many Americans. In 
World War II the soldiers are being sent 
to New Hebrides, the Solomon Islands, 
Australia and India. One of the first ques- 
tions asked by a wife or mother is about 
the place where her husband or son has 
been stationed. She wants to know where 
it is and what it is like. Others want to 
know why we should send soldiers to 
such distant places. Further, anyone who 
has had to struggle against tire rationing 
knows that something has cut off the 


supply of rubber from the East, and a 
new awareness of the importance of these 
areas to the United States is quite logically 
followed by a real curiosity to discover 
more information about them. 

The airplane has thoroughly changed 
our ideas of travel. Among the many 
recent historic airplane flights is that of 
the three Russians from Moscow to Van- 
couver, Washington, over the North Pole 
in 1937. This flight and the search for 
supply routes to Asia since the war started 
has emphasized the fact that the shortest 
distance between Tokyo and Washington 
is over the polar regions. This fact places 
a new demand upon geography and forces 
everyone to revise his ideas of the rela- 
tionship of nations. The fact that former 
Ambassador Davies can return from a 
visit to Stalin by way of Siberia and 
Seattle emphasizes the permanence of the 
airplance and these new routes in their 
effect upon our world today. Wendell 
Willkie’s return trip to the United States 
is still another example. 

The old Mercator projection has given 
way under such assaults to the Azimuthal 
Equidistant projection used by the Na- 
tional Geographic Society in its map of the 
the Northern and Southern Hemispheres 
issued April 1943. This map is divided 
by northern and southern hemispheres 
and the pole is placed at the center of 
each rather than at the top and bottom 
respectively of the old-fashioned world 
map. This gives quite a startling view 
of the world and necessitates some study 
to make it seem right.

Purely 
descriptive items, such as general travel 
accounts, have not been included. Topics 
such as Strategic Materials and Life Lines 
have been treated separately. The new 
interest in the “study of the relation 
between geography and the domestic 
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and foreign policies of a people” has been 
noted by the inclusion of a few select 
items under the title “Geopolitics.” Many 
fine articles have appeared in the Geo- 
graphical Review, Travel and particularly 
the National Geographic Magazine but 
these have not been included since they 
may be found by consulting the Readers’ 
Guide, or the Annual Magazine Subject 
Index.

Weigert defines geopolitics as “‘the science of using 
geographical factors for better understanding of 
politics.” He goes back to its roots, forward to the 
relatively contemporary Spengler, and then con- 
centrates on Haushofer and his theories. He stresses 
particularly Haushofer’s insistence on an alliance 
between Germany and Russia, feeling that Russia’s 
open spaces preclude the possibility of meeting her 
as an opponent. Haushofer also projected a trans- 
continental block with Japan, and minimized the 
geopolitical importance of the United States. Vari- 
ous aspects of his theory—lebensraum, population 
pressure, etc.—are discussed, and his conclusions, a 
crude religion of power politics and factual data, 
are weighed.
